French Friendship Tor RiiKsln. 

PARIS, Oct. 29.— The pupils of the Lycee 
at Brest to-day went on board the Russian 
warship Minln, now at that port, and de- 
livered to her commander a bronze figure 
representing a French ollicer holding a 
sword in his right hand and in his left the 
tricolor llag of the French Republic. It 
w as a present sent to the Czarowioh by the 
students of the Lycee. Upon the pedestal 
of the bronze statute were inscribed the 
significant words " Quand on Voudra," a 
liberal English translation of which would 
be " Ready and Willing." .Several speeches 
indicative of French friendship for llusaia 
were made, and the ceremonies coneleded 
with enthusiastic cries of " Vivo le Czar,') 
" Vive la Rttssie." 

Frrc Fight at Itnnilon. 

Cork, Oct. 20. — At Bandon, twenty 
miles from here, the streets were, last 
night, lillecl with torchlight processions of 
the rivul factions, and numerous affrays 
took place. A crowd of McCarthy i tea 
broke in the doors of the Butter Exchange, 
from the windows of which they were being 
jeered by their opponents. A fight fol- 
lowed, and a number of the contestants 
were seriously injured. 

To stop I .-I- It Partisan Troubles. 

London, Oct. 21). — A meeting of Liberal 
leaders is talked of to take some steps to 
put an end to the exhibitions in Ireland, 
which are causing great harm to the Home 
Rule cause in England, and are seriously 
menacing the prospects of the Liberal 
party. The fighting at Cork is denounced 
on all Hides as the most disgraceful occur- 
rence at an election in the United Kingdom 
for many years past. It is feared that even 
worse is coming before polling day, as Cork 
advices say that both tactions are working 
up to the highest pitch of exasperation. 

American Fork In Germany. 

BERLIN, Oct. 29. —The Federal Council of 
the German Empire has formally sanctioned 
the repeal of the prohibition of the importa- 
tion into Germany of American potk. 

A Itnusili Time at Sen. 

LONDON, Oct. 20. — The British steamer 
Briggella, Capl. McGregor, which sailed 
from Baltimore, October 10th, for Barrow, 
put into Queonstown to-day. The vessel 
had a terrible experience, and everything 
about the deck and in the saloons gives evi- 
dence of the roughness of tla'passagc. Her 
Supply of coal had given out, necessitating 
her putting into Queenstown. On October 
1*2, when in lab. 27' N., long. 71° W., the 
wind rapidly freshened and soon was blow- 
ing with hurricane force. A high sea sprang 
Up and the vessel took much water on deck. 
Some of the seas which boattletl her did con- 
siderable damage to her deck littings, and 
one sea smashed a lifeboat to pieces. One 
sailor was carried overboard anil lost.

CORK, Oct. 20.— Mr. Dillon to night is 
suffering great pain in his knee.

HcC'itrthyltc Success. 
DctlMN, Ojt. 29. — Patrick Mcllctmott, 
the MeCarthyite candidate, was unani- 
mously elected to t he se tt in the House of 
Commons for North Kilkenny, rendered 
vacant by the death of Sir John Pope Hon- 
nt-ssy. Mr. MoDermott, who accepted the 
nomination after it hid been declined by 
Michael Dttvitt, was elected without oppo- 
sition. 

A Royal Parly. 

(.Wkmi.vjk .-, Oct. 29.— The Czar, the 
Czarina and other members of the Russian 
Imperial family, the King and Queen of 
Denmark, and the Princess of Wales, ac- 
companied by the Princesses Victoria and 
Maud, left Denmark, to-day, mi board the 
Russian Imperial yacht for Duntzio, to pro- 
coed in the Russian Imperial train to U- 
vadia, by way of Warsaw It is expected 
the King and Queen of Denmark will stay 
Li vadia for some time, to be present at the 
celebration of the silver wedding of the 
Czar and their daughter, the Czarina. 

War With Chill Almosl Inevitable. 

London,, Oct. 2!). — The greatest ferment 
exists in the South American trade over 
the news from South America. The im- 
pression is that Chili will light and that the 
United Sttites is now in a position where it 
must light or retreat with dishonor. No 
person of responsibility has yet been found 
who doubts that America will come out 
foremost in the end, but the genet til im- 
pression is that Chili will have for the pie- 
sent a decided advantage. The sentiment ol 
the mercantile houses, trading with Chili, is 
strongly against war.Hiid the nitrate interest 8 
are also opposed to it on the ground that war 
might result, through an arrangement with 
Peru, in the United States getting control 
of the nitrate, deposits, also that a success- 
ful war would have the effect of raising 



American prestige in South America to the 
detriment of England. The change of feel- 
ing since yesterday is most significant. 
Then the war idea was pooh-poohed. Now 
the South American opinion in London is 
exactly the reverse, and war is regarded as 
almost inevitable. 

Hal lours Successor. 

London, Oct. 2.S.— The Right Hon. W. 
G. Jackson, who succeeds Mr. Balfour 
na Chief Secretary for Ireland, has stated 
that ho completely approves the policy 
and methods of Mr. Balfour and be- 
lieves that Mr. Balfour has done much 
to conciliate and bring into more inti- 
mate association the people of Great 
Britain and Ireland. Mr. Jackson 
charges Mr. Gladstone with having run 
away from the issue raised by the Irish dis- 
unionists, and with then having accepted 
their dictation. 

More itloiins: lii fork. 

CORK, Oct. 29. — The rioting was renewed 
to-night in more desperate form than be- 
fore. William O'Brien had been to ad- 
dress a MeCarthyite meeting in the suburbs 
of Cork. The MeCarthyites were armed 
with stout sticks and many of them had 
their pockets well loaded with missiles 
They were prepared to resist any attack of 
the enemy. A solid bodyguard closed 
around Mr. O'Brien to protect him in caso 
of onslaught. Meantime, the Parnellites 
were not sleeping. They gathered in the 
heart of the city in an enormous crowd, 
with banners, torches and bauds, the bands 
playing "Croppies lie down," "McKcnna'a 
dream, "and other :onl stirring airs of '.IS, min- 
gled with "(lod Bavo Ireland, "and "Thecon- 
quering hero comes," the last being an allu- 
sion to Mr. William Redmond, who sat in 
an open car waving a handkerchief and 
shouting words of encouragement to his 
followers. They inarched until they reached 
the iinti-Pardellites. A hoarse cry of defi 
unee went up from the MeCarthyites. At 
this challenge the Purnellitos broke what- 
ever semblance of rank they hud and 
dashed wildly upon the enemy brandishing 
blackthorns and bowling at the top of their 
voices. The two crowds met 
fiercely, neither giving way. Sticks 
descended on their skulls. The combatants 
grasped eaob other and rolled in the dirt, 
and blows and kicks were exchanged with 
energy. The struggle was band to hand, 
and the men could be seen now and then 
Staggering out of the melee covered with 
blood. The police had not anticipated any 
serious riot at this point, owing to its re- 
moteness frem Parnellite centres, and it was 
sometime before they could effectually inter- 
fere. The MeCarthyites fell hack, but not 
so the Parnellitea, who obstinately held 
their ground. 

.4 Paris Lion. 

Paris, Oct. 28.— Prince Dumrong, of 
Siam, has been the lion of society here since 
coining from London, a few days ago. The 
1'riticc, who converses fluently in both 
French and English) and spends money lav- 
ishly, is being made much of by the officials, 
who, in view of French designs on Siamese 
independence, wish to give this scion ot 
Siamese royalty a lively impression of the 
power of France. The Prince, however, 
takes no pleasure in forts and parades, and 
is nightly seen ut places of amusements, 
where he falls in love with a new performer 
at every visit. As he is generous with pre- 
sents to the objects of his fickle affections, 
his attentions are seldom shunned, and al- 
ready several actresses of shady reputation 
are wearing valuable diamonds, the gilts of 
Prince Damiong. 

Killed on Their Wcdrilng Trip. 

BERLIN, Oct. 2'J. — The corpses of a young 
man and woman who had just been married 
nnd had started on a wedding trip, were 
found, this morning, on the railway between 
Bremen and Wilmenhorst. Both were tear- 
fully mutilated, having been crushed by 
passing trains. The police are in doubt as 
to whether the couple were accidentally 
killed or committed suicide.

THE CHILIAN DIFFICULTY. 

Reply lo Minister Echo's D' me nils — Chill on 
lh-r IJl(rnliy, but DenliS Unfriendliness. 

Washington, Oct. 29.— The Department 
of State received a telegram, dated Santi- 
ago, October 28th, from Minister Egan, in 
which be gives the reply of the Chilian Gov- 
ernment to the President's telegram of Oct. 
23rd, asking reparation for the recent mur- 
der of American sailors in the streets of 
Valparaiso. The Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs replies thut the Government of the 
United States formulated its demands, 
which, witlioul being cast back with acri- 
mony, ate not acceptable, nor can they be 
accepted, in the present cose or in any other 
of like nature. He does riot doubt the sin- 
cerity, rectitude or expert noes of tho inves- 
tigation on hoard the Baltimore, but will 
recognize only t he jurisdiction and author- 
ity of his own country to judge and 
puuish offences in Chilian territory. The 
Minister and Judicial authorities have been 
investigating the affair; that judicial in- 
vestigation is secret and the time is not ar- 
rived to make known the results. When 
that time does come it will communicate 
the result. Although he does not recognize 
any other country as of authority compe- 
tent to judge criminal cases than that es- 
tablished by the Chilian people. Until the 
time arrives to disclose the result ol the 
investigation, he cannot admit that the 
disorders in Valparaiso, or the silence of 
his department should appear as an ex- 
pression of unfriendliness towards the 
Government of the United Slates, which 
might put in peril the friendly 
relations between the two countries.'' 

Secretary Blaine called at the Executive 
Mansion ut 2.45 p.m. Secretary Tracy was 
then sent for, and, at 3 p.m., the President, 
and the two Secretaries were in consulta- 
tion over the dispatches received from Chili. 
The conference lasted half an hour, Secre- 
tary Blaine being the first to leave. Secre- 
tary Tracy remained with the President a 
short time aftor Mr. Blaine's departure. 
Shortly afterwards the President went out 
for an evening drive. Mr. Blaine stated 
that if any information was to be furnished 
to the Press it would be given to ihem in 
due time. Further than that be would say 
nothing.

These Solomon Island era are ferocious can- 
nibals, smarting under a sense cf wrong*, 
and to have let them loose in Samoa, likc- 
this, is a cruel injustico to the Sairoanst 
themselves. The German government es- 
tablished on the island has levied cruel and 
impossible taxation upon\he natives, which 
they will not and cannot pay. Mataafa, 
with six thousand men, is in rebellion, and 
if blood begins to flow there will not boa. 
white man left on the island to tell the tale. 
All this is summarized from a lecture given 
on board by this press man, who is a most 
able and intelligent man.

Burned ut Her Wltnrt 

New ORLEANS, Oct. 29.— The steamer 
Oliver Bcirne was burned to the water's 
edge, early this morning, nenr Milliken's 
Landing. She was a new and handsome; 
passenger boat, built at Jeffersonville four 
years ago and has been used in the excur- 
sion traffic on the Missouri river for tho 
last two months. The boat was valued at 
850,000. The Bcirne ufter getting into the 
Mississippi accepted freight on her way 
down and when she reached Millikc'n'sj 
Bend had aboard several hundred bales of 
cotton in addition tp a quantity of miscel- 
laneous freight. She reached Milliken'a 
Bi nd last nighl and landed there int. tiding 
to resume her trip down the river this 
morning. Most of the passengers' 
and crow w ere asleep when nt ' 
3s30 o'clock an alarm of fire 
was suddenly Hounded, and before any one-, 
was aware the boat was allaine. The blaze', 
originated on the lower deck, from what ' 
cause is not known, and communicating ta 
the dry cotton was soon burning with grasjt 
fierceness. The crew of the boat was 
aroused, and with the passengers who were 
awake gave the alalia to those who were 
asleep. A rush was immediately made for 
the forward part of the bout, and many yot 
off iu safely, but that aveuuo of eseapo and 
others were soon cut off, and the unfortu- 
nate passengers and crew were forced to 
plunge into the water. Chief Engineer 
Burd launched the yawl of the boat, and he 
with other men succeeded in picking up - 

many of the smuggling unfortunates in bhu 
water. Some, however, were beyond reactiK 
and wero either burned to death or sank be- 
neath the waters,

THE EUROPEAN SITUATION. 



Jules Simon Says tliat Russia Has 
No Designs on India— The 
Next Fope. 

Kussia Persecutes German Residents 
in That Country— Anticipated 
Emigration This Way. 



Bnssln nn<l Cerninnv Want Pence. 

Paris, Oct. 1>S.— Jules Simon, in an 
interview, said lie did not think war was 
probable. He added: "While I wan in 
Ikirlin, as a delegate to the National Labor 
Congress, Emperor William told me that lie 
desired peace, and the tone in which he 
said it left no doubt in my mind that he 
■was sincere. The Cza.0 also wants peace, 
and France will not be the nation to com- 
mence hostilities in Europe." Simon is 
• utioted as declining to venture to say 
whether or not the French-Russian entente 
included an agreement to expel England 
from Egypt. In this connection, Simon 
Said, he did not credit Russia with having 
any designs to conquer India, but that 
Russian expansion in Asia was (inly natural. 
The Russian cruiser Dimitry Donskay has 
arrived at Brest. Upon reaching that port 
she was cheered by the enormous crowds of 
|)cople, and was otherwise given a grand 
reception after she hud exchanged salutes 
with the forts and with the French llag- 
ahip. 

The Next rope. 

Rome, Oct. 23. — An article from the pen 
of Signor Cesare in one of the Liberal 
organs has nude a stir in ecclesiastical cir- 
cles. He contends that Austria, in the 
name of the triple alliance, ought to domin- 
ate the future conclave and procure the 
■election of a Pope amenable to the sugges- 
tions of the triple alliance. He vigorously 
opposes the idea of Cardinal Gibbons' can- 
didacy, declaring, among other things, 
that under Gibbons the church would cease 
to be " Roman." This attack on the Am- 
erican cardinal is regarded at the Vatican 
as an exposition of the fear of the Liberals 
that Gibbons might be elected at the next 
■ conclave. 

Einlu Pasha's Travels 

IIkw.in, Oct. 28.— The Tagehlatt pub- 
lishes advices from the Catholic mission at 

"Victoria Nyanza, which say that Emin 
lVsha and Dr. Stuhlman crossed Albert 
Nyanza on July 24, and it was expected 
that they had already arrived at Wadelai.

Morality in Berlin.

without scruple in suppressing this evil. 

Russia Win Forbid Exports of Wheat, 

London, Oct. 28. — The English board of 
agriculture has received information that 
the Russian decree, prohibiting the exporta- 
tion of wheat, was delayed for fear it would 
jeopardize the new loan, hut that now a 
decree wi?l probably be issued within ashort 
time, and will likely include barley and 



Manitoba Separate School*. 

"Winnipeg, Oct. 28. — Premier Greenway 
.says the Manitoba Government will appeal 
from the decision of the Canadian Supreme 
Court on the school law to the Privy Coun- 
cil. The judges decided that the system of 
separate Catholic schools was in operation 
in Manitoba at the time it became a part ot 
the Dominion of Canada, and that the Pub- 
lic School Act parsed by the Manitoba leg- 
islature prejudicially affected the rights and 
privileges of the Catholics, in respect to u 
.system of denominational schools, and it, 
therefore, violated the act admitting Mani- 
toba into the Union. The Catholics having 
been preserved their rights in respect to de 
fined schools, it was then beyond the power 
of the legislature to interfere with them. 
They held tl.at it was clear, under the act, 
that the by-law of the city of Winnipeg 
would prejudicially — both directly anil in- 
directly — affect the Roman Catholic schools 
in that province, and therefore the act was 
ultra vires, and the by-law could not he en- 
forced. 

'melon's Library Itcojucst. 

Nkw York, Oct. 28.— The sum of $2,000,- 
i)00 is, it is announced, assured, for carriy- 
iiil* out Tilden's wishes in the matter of a 
public library, notwithstanding the adverse 
decree of the court of appeals. Except for 
the contest the city would hove received for 
the purposes specified at least $0,000,000. 

Guatemalan Presidential Kleetlon*. 

Nkw Yohk, Oct. 28.— The Herald's San 
Salvador special aays: In an interview to- 
day with the Guatemalan minister, Senor 
Andrew Regard, as to the approaching- 
presidential elections in that country, he 
said: — "Although it is generally believed 
abroad that Senor Reina Barrios will he 
nominated, it is extremely doubtful that he 
will be. Barrios has partisans only in the 
department of San Marcos." Senor An- 
drews says Barillas has a candidate of his 
own. It is believed that the government 
..Candidate will be nominated at all hazards. 
Every president upon leaving his post 
places in his stead his best friend to protect 
him when he retires to private life. 

German Ulsabiittlea in Russia. 

Nkw York, Oct. 28. - Among the passen- 
i Cora of the Majestic was Dr. Keinpster, 
special immigration commissioner, who has 
made an exhaustive investigation of the 
Russian phase of the subject. He said— 
"With reference to the Germans who are 
being expelled from Russia in great num- 
bers, this ia being done in spite of the fact 
that there has been no ukase issued order- 
in" the expulsion of Germans. They ate 
lieTng forced out by a system which people 
in this country cannot understand. Hither- 
to their villages have been allowed to elect 
.lhoir own president. Last fall an order 



was issued that all persons elected to such 
positions should 'kiss the Russian Christ.' 
All these Germans, being Roman Catholics, 
havo naturally declined to do so, hence 
they are debarred. Other methods of per- 
secution are being practised. If the Cier- 
nians desire to build any churches or desire 
to repair standing structures, they are re- 
quired to submit plans to the holy synod. 
1 his body always raises the estimates from 
hundreds to thousands, precluding tlio 
possibility of having the work done. The 
German language is not allowed to be 
taught in the schools. All this is nothing 
more than religious persecution. The con- 
sequence is that the Germans, who are 
wretchedly pour are selling their small 
holdings at any price and leaving Russia." 
Dr. Kempster says they form a most de- 
sirable class of immigrants for this country. 
He said that when the report is published 
it will be the text for every newspaper, for 
every pulpit in the land. 



THE CROFTER QUESTION— NO. 4>. 

To THE EDITOR: — From the remarks al- 
ready made on this Bllbject it should be evi- 
dent that the Crofter colonization, from the 
induction and settlement of a few families 
at first, is designed and capable of great ex- 
tension through its numerous ramifications. 
Results of the greatest value and import- 
ance to the Province, to the colonists tneni- 
selves, and to other settlers who surround 
them, may be expected from such a com- 
plete organization. The division of labor 
will necessitate a number of branches or 
departments, each having special work to 
perforin, but with one common aim for the 
benjsfit of the whole. This system of pro- 
gression and co-operation, under the super- 
vision of competent managers, who will not 
be above lending a hand at the work, and 
who very likely will have au interest in the 
profits arising from their department, will 
induce and stimulate greater activity. It 
may be found advisable to arrange details 
in such a way that every working member 
of the colony will have a percentage of the 
protits on his labor. Should this bo so, idle- 
ness and discontent, and strikes, will not 
he haard of in these new settlements. Willi 
steady employment, the fishermen, out of 
their wages, will be able to provide for their 
families, pay up their advances, anil soon 
become the absolute owners of their boats, 
nets, lines and dwellings. 

There is nothing chimerical or Utopian in 
the plan herein shadowed forth. It only 
proposes to do similar work to that which 
has been performed by others under much 
more unfavorable circumstances for hundreds 
of years past. Those fishermen on the 
wesUrn frontier will, under this system, 
have the advantage of such moral anil 
material support as cannot fail to inspire 
them with energy and self-reliance. Unlike 
colonists arriving under the ordinary mode 
of promiscuous immigration, who are obliged 
to do the best they can under the circum- 
stances, aud "elbow" their way amongst 
those already employed here, the coast 
fishermen, as well as all who will be required 
to labor at industries connected with their 
work, will op€n up a new field for them- 
selves and their co-workers ; and they will 
have the paramount advantage of being 
guided and assisted in establishing them- 
selves in their calling with certain remuner- 
tion for their labor from the beginning. 

Under such a state of affairs — planted in 
the midst of a community of friends, earn- 
ing a comfortable livelihood, securing homes 
for themselves aud families, and having 
plenty of capital to " back" them, what is 
there to induce them to desert 
those hollies and bright prospects, as 
some pessimistic characters have pre- 
dicted they would'; Surely nothing so 
suitable for them in any other part of the 
Province — nothing so good in the neighbor- 
ing territory — nothing that could entice 
them to go to any other portion of the Do- 
minion. Once fairly settled in their new 
homes, there will be no desire to leave 
these choice spots, snug harbours, lovely 
glens, sheltered by mountains as grand as 
those they left behind. 

It need not be expected that the new set- 
tlers can accomplish the great work before 
them without strenuous and persistent 
efforts ; nor need they expect to find the 
west coast of British Columbia entirely a 
paradise. There is broken weather and 
heavy storms on the Northern Pacific us 
well as on the Atlantic; the general condi- 
tions of the Pacific fisherman will, however, 
he vastly letter in the land of his adoption, 
than those lie lived under in the land of his 
birth. 

There need- be no apprehension of loss to 
the Province on account of the crofter colon- 
ization scheme. If carried out on the lines 
proposed every diflicultyean be surmounted, 
and the scheme will be self-sustaining.

Austria and Italy have aflirxed their sig- 
natures to the commercial treaty or /.olive 
rein with Germany.

He 
has been in France in the interest of a 
steamship company. The steamers are to 
run from Sydney by way of New Caledonia, 
Tahiti, and the Marquesas to San Francisco 
onco a month, and leave there once a month 
over the same route. There will be three 
or four steamers of good size. 

A Washington dispatch saya : Financiers 
need not be seriously disturbed by reports 
concerning the attitude of the administra- 
tion on the silver question. Unless there 
is some prospect of an international agree- 
ment on the subject, the President will not 
harbor a thought of any plan even hinting 
in the direction of free coinage. 

There have been misunderstandings in 
the militia ranks at Port Townsend, caused 
by the refusal of the state administration to 
pay for the service at the coal mines and 
resultant complications. 

The German officials are treating some of 
the natives of Samoa rather harshly, and 
there ia danger that eventually the S. inonu 
question will again become acute.

Closing of an Int 'rentlnir and Successful 
Session In Emmanuel Church. 

The second annual meeting of the Sunday 
School Institute of British Columbia was 
continued and concluded In the Emmanuel 
Baptist church, Spring Ridge, last night. 
The attendance of yesterday was not as 
large as that on the preceding day, many of 
the friends and delegates having absented 
themselves in order t" attend the funeral of 
the late Miss Steele, who was an active and 
popular member of the Calvary Baptist 
congregation. Devotional service was con- 
ducted, yesterday morning, by Rev. Mr. 
Good, of Nanaimo. 

A very interesting paper on the relation- 
ship between Church Members and Sabbath 
Schools was read by Mrs. Spofl'ord, who 
dwelt at considerable length on the duty 
devolving upon parents to prepare their 
children for their Sunday meetings, and im- 
pressing upon them the advantages of the 
Sunday school and the necessity of having 
the lessons well prepared. If tho members 
of the church did not tako a lively interest 
in the Sunday school, it wus hard to expect 
that wholesome fruit bearing which such 
training was designed to produce. 
Lessons well prepared, and also an 
intelligent conception of the subjects treated 
upon, were a great encouragement to the 
teacher, and a benefit and satisfaction to 
the pupils themselves. 

The paper was discussed at length, the 
various speakers thoroughly endorsing the 
sentiments of the essayist. 

Mr. Milton Cleveland read a paper on 
"The Difficulties of a Sunday School 
Teacher, and how to overcome them," 
giving valuable advice to the inexperienced 
und many hints to old teachers. These 
points were given from practical experience, 
and during the reading of the paper and the 
discussion which ensued, those more par- 
ticularly interested in the subject were busy 
with their pencils taking notes. 

"The Relution of Temperance Work to 
the Sunday School" was an able paper, 
read by Dr. Ernest Hall. He treated his 
subject from his own medical experience, 
as well ns from the Christian standpoint, 
showing the injurious eil'ects of alcohol on 
the system and the sin of indulging iu it. 
Christians should set a wholesome example 
of abstinence — worthy of emulation by the 
old and the young. Intemperance, he 
argued, ruined the body, the mind and the 
soul, and should be abhorred. 

The discission which followed showed 
that the audience were in accord with the 
doctor. 

The reports of the Committees on Lib- 
raries and Literature were handed in. They 
advocated a more liberal support of Sunday 
School Libraries, and a careful selection of 
the literature with which they are stocked 

A profitable conference took place on the 
pastor's position in the Sunday School, the 
discussion being limited to five minutes for 
each speaker. It wus generally conceded 
that the pastor should be the leading spirit 
in Sunday School work, and that he who 
failed to take his proper stand in this par- 
ticular was remiss in his duty. 

Mrs. Upper read a very practical paper on 
" Discipline," which was favorably re- 
ceived. She spoke from practical experi- 
ence, and consequently her every utterance 
carried weight. 

The report of tho Ways and Means Com- 
mittee was read by Rev. 0. W. Townsend. 
It recommended a levy of Sc. per annum on 
each Sunday school attendant, and urged 
that all Sunday schools should join the In- 
stitute. 

The Resolutions Committee had to deal 
with tho subject of changing the title of 
"Sunday School" to that of "Bible School," 
and on the proposed change there was con- 
siderable diversity of opinion. 

After a long debate it was decided to 
shelve this proposition for another year. 

Refreshments were provided for the Visi- 
tors by the ladies of Emmanuel church, and 
a very enjoyable tea hour was spent. 

The question drawer was a source of 
varied discussion, and proved very inter- 
esting and instructive. 

"The Children's Night" was a great suc- 
cess, pleasure and instruction being ju- 
diciously intermingled. The singing was 
good, the dialogues interesting, the recita- 
tions entertaining, and the addressess 
apropos. 

The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year : President, Mr. W. Merchant; 
Secretury-Trcasurer, Mr. C. A. Schooley. 

It was decided that the annual meetings, 
in future, should be held in December. An 
invitation for next year's meeting was 
cepted from the First Baptist church, of 
Vancouver. It was also decided that the 
organization, in future, be known as the 
".Sunday School Convention of British Col 
umbia."

OLU FOLKS AT HOME. 

And a Considerably Overcrowded Home It Is 
Just Now— Funds are Wanted. 

For some months past, in fact ever s 
the " Old Folks Home " was established by 
the city, the quiet countrified retreat know 
as " the French Hospital," has housed 
several old men, nearly all of whom bad 
some claim on the generosity of the public 
by reasou of their long residence in this 
province, and the years of work they hud 
put in to help the country become what it 
now is. A COLONIST reporter visited the 
Hume yesterday and was shown over the 
establishment by the Custodian, Mr. John 
Peterson, who, with his daughter to help 
him, has sole charge of the institution. It 
was just on supper time when the visit was 
made, and all the inmates were waiting on 
the spacious verandah that runs round the 
building, fur their evening summons. With 
very few exceptions, these old fellows look 
cheerful and happy, many of them, though 
considerably past the allotted age of man, have 
the ruddy glow of health in their faces, and 
converse as rationally as men half their age. 
Two or three have remarkable histories, but 
the great majority of them have one tale to 
tell. They came here when, in placo of a 
beautiful city of 25,000 inhabitants, there 
was an old log fort; and they toiled on, now 
amassing wealth now losing it, until at 
length, with fortune at a low ebb, old age 
came on them and left them stranded 
objects for the charity and good ofliees of 
other and younger citizens. During the 
evening one of these pioneers, white haired 
and very old, but hearty still, made many 
remarks about Victoria's progress, and 
shook his head sagely as he told the re- 
porter that '• them Yankee tramcars and 
artiticial unions made o' electricity, would 
bring the town to no good." Another, 
when he ascertained that there was a news- 
paper man among them, sought him nut 
and asked him to "tell the folks to morrow 
that we want something to read. Them 
patent medicine advertisements and 
almanacks is nearly all we get now, aud I 
could tell yer every think in 'em by heart," 
It was ascertained afterwards that, for some 
reason or other, the Home is inundated with 
patent medicine "ads.," and this kind of 
literature is strewn about very plentifully 
in all parts of the building.

The average age of the twenty UN 
ah >ut 09 years, and tho percentage of sick 
persons among thorn is as low as ten per 
cent. This fuct speaks well for their g,niv- 
eral health. 

But tho real object of the visit, yesterday, 
was to as. ertiiu if the present excellent 
state ( f things, ns far us the ailments of tho 
old people were concerued, was in any way 
threatened by circumstances that have como 
about lately. For some days there have, 
been rumors that the Home was getting un- 
comfortably crowded, and there is no dout 
that this is a fact. During the last few 
weeks several applications have been re- 
ceived for admission, but the committee 
have been compelled to reluctantly refuse 
them on account of want of room. The ono 
apartment in the establishment used as a 
bedroom, contains nineteen beds, arranged 
very closely together, and is certainly 
much overcrowded. The ventilation is ex- 
cellent, and everything possible is done to 
do away with inconvenience, but the estab- 
lishment is far too full for comfort. Tbo- 
dining-room can hardly accommodate the 
whole of the men, and, with the exception 
of the garden, which is both spacious and 
beautiful, every part of the premises is now 
too small for the present number of inmates. 
Among old men, hardly able to buttle 
against any form of disease, however mild, 
that might attack them, such a state of 
things should not exist, and it is certain 
that, were it not for scrupulous cleanliness 
and constant attention to the best sanitary 
methods, which is insisted on by the com- 
mittee, sickness would have made its ap- 
pearance ere this. 

The Old People's Tlome is a good thing. 
Victorians gave that as their omphalic 
opinion by so heartily endorsing the action 
of the City Council when that body founded, 
it. It is necessary, as witness the numbers 
of old men, all their strength gone from 
them, who have a claim on our people. 
And it is an institution to he pointed out 
with pride to visitors, ns showing that the city 
is not unmindful of the men who started it 
rolling on to prosperity. Beyond doubt the- 
present building is for too small. Mr- 
Rithet's generous donation of a beautiful 
site for a larger place, some months ago, 
bus put into the hands of tho city the thing 
most needful. The land is removed from 
the bustle of town. The view is magni- 
ficent, the situation healthy, still Mayor 
Grant is doing his hardest to collect the 
sum sufficient to put a suitable building on 
a spot so desirable, and is not meeting with, 
the success deserved. 

Dr. Milne, the visiting health ofiicer of 
the Home, was seen by tho reporter, and. 
stated without hesitation that the place 
was undoubtedly too Bmall for present 
needs, and that a larger building was 
wanteil badly. In his opinion, health was 
not, so far, endangered by the overcrowd- 
ing, but it was certainly advisable that the • 
present state of things be altered. 

Preliminary plans, to allow the commit- 
tee to judge better what kind of a building 
is desirable, havo been prepared by ■ 
Mr. Teague. They provide for a: 
pretty, commodious cottage home for the 
housine of from forty to fifty people, pro- 
vided with every convenience. It is not 
known definitely how riiuch monej is itt 
hand at present, hut the amount is certainly 
a great deal too small to justily the com- 
mittee in starting the erection of a new. 
building.

' ' A COALITION. 

The Montreal Star evidently despairs of 
Mr. Abbott's being able to form a good 
working Government out of the Conserva- 
tive Party. It therefore advocates a coali- 
tion. Its programme is to throw Mr. Ab- 
bott overboard, and to prevail upon Sir 
-John Thompson ami Mr. Blake to put tlicir 
heads together in order to form an Admin- 
istration composed of Conservatives and 
Liberals. In what proportions it would 
like the two elements to be our contempor- 
ary does not say. As its leanings are Con- 
servative it is more than likely it would 
give the Tories tL4ft- predonderance. The 
platform is to he — honest government and a 
moderately protective tarilF. 

What Mr. Abbott has done to offend the 
Star we are at a loss to conjecture. We 
! find it almost as hard to guess w by it is that 
■ it condemns the Conservative Party as be- 
ing either hopelessly corrupt or utterly in- 
capable. There are surely a sufficient num- 
ber of honest aud able men among the Con- 
servatives to form a Government to carry 
out the Star's policy without making a draft 
on the boncoty and ability of the Liberal 
.Party. 

We cannot see any difference between the 
policy of the present Government and the 
policy of the Star's proposed coalition ad- 
ministration. Mr. Abbott is in favor ot 
honest government. He has shown by his 
acts since he came into power that he is 
bound to put down corruption, as far as the 
laws and watchfulness on the part of those 
who are entrusted with their odministratii n 
can put it down. He is opposed to unres- 
tricted reciprocity with the United States, 
and he is in favor of moderate protection. 
It seems to us that Sir John Thome- 
.son, whom the Star deigns to patronize, 
would work much more agreeably and 
pleasantly with Mr. Abbott than lie 
would with Mr. Blake. We venture the 
opinion that a Government led by Mr. 
Abbott, no matter of what material it may 
be composed, stands a better chance of 
working effectively and harmoniously than 
one led by the Liberal ex-leader. Mr. 
Blake, though an honest man and a very 
able man, has not proved that he possesses 
the qualities, which the Leader of a Cana- 
dian Government, to be successful, must 
possess. In fact, as a political leader, he 
has proved to be a signal failure. This is 
not said in disparagement of Mr. lilake. A 
man cannot be everything. It is no dctrae- . 
tion to say of a great historian that be is a 
very poor novelist, or to say of a great j 
novelist that he makes a mess of it when he | 
attempts to write biography. In the same 
•wiy we do not think that we say anything 
really injurious to Mr. Blake's reputation, 
when we express our conviction that the 
hopes, which the Star has formed of him 
as a political leader are not well-grounded, j 
Whether it is that he is wanting in what is 
called magnetism, or whether he docs not 
possess the quality of adaptiveness, or 
whether it is from some othor want or defect 
in his intellectual or moral constitution, j 
Mr. lilake has not been successful as a poli- 
tical loader, and we do not think, now that 
he is gettting woll up in years, that there j 
is much hope that further trial will show 
that he, after all, possesses the endowments 
necessary to successful leadership. The 
• chances, then, of getting u good Govern- 
ment, such as the Star wants, are, wo think, 
far better under Mr. Abbott than under I 
the dual leadership of Sir John Thompson | 
and Mr. I'.'ake. Neither do wc think it by 
any means impossible to get twelve or 
thirteen good men and true in the Conserva- 
tive pirty, who w ill enjoy the confidence of 
the country to work with Mr. Abbott. 
}> itish Columbia can send him one and the 
Other provinces can send their proportion- 
ate share'.' .'Oven Quebec, of which tile 
Star seems to de-pair, has honest and able | 
mservalivos who can do good service 
t,t> the country us members of a Conservative 
. G ivernment. 

If the worst cornea to the worst and Mr. 



Abbott is unable to till the seats in the 
Cabinet with honest Conservatives, let 
him throw up the sponge and advise the 
Governor-General to call to his aid Mr. 
Laurier. This would be greatly preferable 
to having a mongrel Government, the mem- 
bers of which having different interests and 
entertaining different views, would bo con- 
tinually pulling against each other anil 
longing for the time when they would be 
freed from the necessity of working with 
men whom they did not like and with 
whom they could not agree. Rut there is 
no fear of either party adopting the policy 
recommended by the Montreal Star. Mr. 
Abbott will, we are confident, bo able to 
form a Government which will continue to 
carry on t the policy which he has hitherto 
followed — a govenimmt which will gather 
strength as time advances. 



A RICFORM. 



A good doilissaid just now about the 
way in which the Corporation is managing 
the City's affairs. There is talk of mis- 
management, of misdirect ion of expenditure, 
of mistakes of o Hi .dais, of foolish financing, 
but, we are proud to have it to say, no talk 
of boodling or any other form of dishonesty. 
The pel feet integrity of the City Council, 
collectively and indivfdually, is, as far as 
our observation goes, not seriously ques- 
tioned. It is believed that the Council has 
made mistakes, but those mistakes have 
been made in the endeavor of its different 
committees and officials to supply the wants 
of the citizens. The sil nation is unpleasant, 
but it is not really serious. A few reforms 
begun in time and resolutely carried out, 
would put the city's affairs in good order 
and make it a matter of comparative ease 
effectively to cany on its government. 

It is evident to intelligent observers that 
mistakes are made and money lost and mis- 
spent for want of more intelligent direction 
of the city's public works. What the city 
wants at this present moment is a capable 
and energetic engineer to superintend all 
its works requiring engineering skill. A 
first-class man would save his salary over 
and over again. He would in the fust place 
render some of the engineers, of whom 
Alderman Renouf the othor day complained so 
pathetically, unnecessary. Three or four en- 
gineers are altogether too many for a small 
city like Victoria. What necessity, for 
instance, is there to have one engineer for 
the streets and another for the water 
supply '! One good man could do all tit- 
work that really requires engineering skill 
for both services. Uut the man employed 
should be up to the times. He should be 
energetic and not afraid to work. Under 
bis advice and instructions the city would 
get the worth of every dollar appropriated 
for its public works. None of the tax- 
payers' money would be wasted in correct- 
ing blunders or in committing them. He 
would be able, too, so to organize the staff 
of workmen that the city would get the 
greatest possible amount of benefit from 
their labor. Such an engineer would 
be able to give good advice to 
the different committees, show them 
w hat w as required to be done, and how it 
ought to be done. Energy and money 
would, under him, be both well directed, and 
the work when finished would bo good and 
creditable to the city. An end would be 
put to botching and bungling. We feel as- 
sured that the improvement which such a 
man as we speak of would effect in a very 
short time would equally surprise and please 
all who take an interest in the city's affairs. 
But the engineer should be a man who ranks 
high in bis profession, and no favoritism | 
should be exercised in the choice of the man. 
He should be seiectcd for his merit ulone. 

The appointment of a City Engineer 
would involve a number of reforms in the 
manner of maintaining and extending the 
ci y's public works which would improve 
them greatly, and at the sane time save the 
city thousands of dollars every year. Other 
reforms are required, but as the gi eatest num- 
ber of complaints have been made about the 
Corporation's expenditure on public works, 
and the results that are produc d, wc have 
directed utti ntion to the necessity of placing 
overall the works of the city a competent 
engineer. 

MR. CHAPLEAU. 

The course which the Hon. Mr. Chapleau 
is pursuing appears to us to be both unwise 
and undignified. If the Premier and the 
other leaders of tin- Contervativo Party do 
not entertain as high an opinion of Mr. 
Chapleuu's abilities as he docs him- 
self, it may be unfortunate, but we do 
not see very well how it can be. helped. 
Certainly an open avowal of the Secretary of 
State's ambition and a public expression cf 
his discontent will not cause the Promier to 
alter his estimate of that gentleman's ca- 
pacity and claims or make it easier to ac- 
cept him as a colleague at his own valua- 
tion. They would, we should say, have 
rather the opposite effect. No man likes to 
have it believed that ho has done a certain 
act or pursued a certain course under com- 
pulsion; anil a man in the position of the 
Prime Minister of the Dominion of Canada 
cannot afford to act in such a way as to give 
the public reason to believe that he has 
succumbed to pressure not very diplomati- 
cally applied. 

If Mr. Chapleau were now appointed 
Minister of Railways people would at once 
conclude that be bad gained a victory over 
his Leader, and that he was master of the 
situation. The Opposition would at once de- 
clare that it was Mr. Chapleau who was 
the driver of ihe Government, instead of 
Mr. Abbott, being its leader. It is easy to 
see what the moral and the political effect 
of such an assertion, iterated and reiterated 
OS it would be sure to be, would have on 
the country at Urge. Many would con- 
clude that it was true, and certainly the 
circumstances would give color to that con- 
olusion, and men who would cheerfully and 
even zealously support a government led by 



Mr, Abbott, would be easily persuaded to 
oppose ono driven by Mr. Chapleau. 

It might be supposed that Mr. Chapleau 
would foresee this and that ho would 
studioasly refrain from cither suyiug or 
doing anything that would make it difficult 
for the First Minister to give him the ofiice 
he seeks. The opinion that seems to prevail 
in the East that Mr. Chapleau has already 
gone too far, is evidently the correct one. 
He has gone too far to permit Mr. Abbott 
to make him Minister of Rrilways in the 
reorganized Government without forcing 
people to conclude that the Premier has 
been coerced into consenting to his promo- 
tion, and he has gone too far to allow him 
to retain the ollice that he now holds and 
his self-respect as well. If after making so 
bold and so open an effort to capture the 
Department of Railways and Canals he re- 
treats to the Secretary of State's ollice, 
foiled and humbled, he could hnidly expect 
to retain the n speet and the confidence of 
even his own immediate following. 

Mr. Chapleau, for a Frenchman, has 
in this matter acted with very 
little skill and with no tact at all. He had a 
difficult gan e to play; bis cards were not of 
the best, and every bystander must see that 
he has played them very badly. 

If Mr. Chapleau, as now appears to be 
most probable, is not a member ot the re- 
constructed Government, we do not think 
that the people of Canada w ill grieve very 
much, or that the Conservative party will 
b.t inconsolable, lie is certainly a clever 
man and a brilliant orator, but he has not 
given evidence of possessing even a mod- 
erate share of administrative ability. Tho 
way in which the Printing Department has 
been administered does not show that he 
possesses the faculty of choosing good sub- 
ordinates or of keeping them well in hand 
after they are chosen. Like his late col- 
league Sir Hector Langevin, he allowed 
very grave abuses to exist without discov- 
ery. He may not have known of the im- 
proper practices of Seneca) and othcis, but 
is his ignorance excusable! The people of 
Canada want men at the heads of the differ 
cnt departments who will keep an eye to 
w hat is going on, and who will be quick 
to discover irr< gularities and prou.pt to 
punish those who commit them. They 
have had enough of figure heads ; whot they 
want now are business heads.

balance. 

An innovation this, it must be 
allowed, and a very creditable one 
too. The sensation of gratification 
with which several amateur cooks last night 
saw their separate pieces of manufacture 
vanish in the excess of public commenda- 
tion, must have added not a little to their 
pleasure, and besides they had the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that by their efforts they 
had saved so much money for a worthy und 

It would be impossible to give a list of 
those present, but nearly everyone that 
could go did not fail to put in an appear- 
ance. Had there not been a very strong 
counter attraction at the Theatre the 
ballroom would have been considerably 
overcrowded As it was, the number of 
dancers was increased very largely when

A Warning to All Whose Business Gives 
Them Charge of Horses on 
the Streets. 

A source of much trouble, during the 
j last few months, and an evil that increases 
j in this city as traffic grows greater, ii the 
persistent manner in which hack drivers, 
draymen, expressmen and others violate 
the street by-law, which orders that no 
horse shall be left standing by itself, unless 
securely tied up or with a weight of 35 lbs. 
attached to it resting on the ground. The 
police are persistently cautioning and warn- 
ing people against the practice of leaving 
horses without any cluck whatever, anil 
I yesterday afternoon, between the bouts of 
•1 and 5:30p.m., no less than fourteen men 
were cautioned on liovei nnii-nt street. 'I he 
requirement is u very small one, needing 
little expenditure ol time or labor to fulfil, 
bet, in a crowded thoroughfare, with train- 
cars continually passing up and down and 
occurrences happening, every minute, that 
may frighten the least timid of horses, it is 
almost criminal negligence to leave animals 
untied and alone. The accidents happening 
through horses bolting through our btree'.s 
i are daily increasine, and it is only right, for 
the protection oi public property, tiiat the 
I police should take vigorous measures to 
carry out the by-law. Of course, they are 
loath to bring men into tin: Police Court, 
but the matter has become so much of a 
nuisance that there is now no other alterna- 
tive.

Responsibility for the Difficulties at 
Valparaiso-The U. S. "Baltimore" 
Denounced aa a Spy. 



Safe Conduct to Refugees at the Am- 
erican Legation Given Under 
Protest. 



Washikston City, Oct. 28. — Senor 
Montt, Chilean envoy, called on Secretary 
Blaine, to-day, and had a long talk concern- 
ing the assault upon American sailors in 
Valparaiso. Senor Moult charged that 
Minister Egan is responsible for all the 
trouble existing between Chili and the 
United States. He said that during the 
revolution in Chili, when the congressional- 
ists endeavored to make a secret advance 
nn Valparaiso and surprise IJalmaceda's 
troops, the U.SS. Baltimore played the 
purt of spy. The Bultimore discovered 
that the congressional army was making a 
forward movement; that the vessel, which 
should have maintained a neutral attitude, 
steamed along the coast and along lauding 
places where the insurgents were located, 
and then hastened to Valparaiso and re- 
ported to Minister Euan, who immediately 
laid the facts before Balinaccda. The vic- 
torious party claims that their plans were 
divulged through Egan's interference, and 
that at the battle which ensued they 
suffered a loss of at least 1,000 soldiers, as a 
direct result of Egan's espionage. It is 
understood that Montt has been recognized 
as the Chilean minister in a provisional 
sense only, which puts him in the same 
status as that now occupied by Minister 
Egan in Chili. 

Santiago, Oct. 2S.— Minister Egan has 
received a reply from the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of the Provisional Government, 
Senor Matta, in which he sends a safe con- 
duct to refugees in the Americun legation 
under protest. He recognizes the prece- 
dents quoted by Minister Egan, in which 
the Chilian Government claimed similar 
rights for refugees in Peru when the latter 
were allowed to depart from that country, 
and acknowledges the claim of extra terri- 
toriality. At the same time, Senor Matta 
does not abandon altogether the position 
maintained by the junta that those refugees 
in the legution, in spile of the rights of 
asylum which are thereby conceded, shall 
eventually be tried before their tribunals. 
The Junta is greatly stirred up over the 
recent dispatches from the United States 
Government on the question of the out- 
rageous assault upon the sailors from the 
Baltimore, in the streets of Valparaiso, 
October 113th. The leaders are disposed to 
consider the matter in a serious light, but 
the subject is of such grave import that it 
requires earnest deliberation before any 
definite reply can bo given. A letter pub- 
lished in the newspapers has created a vast 
amount of discussion. It is signed by 
Augustin Edwards, a well-known banker, 
and Eduardo Matte, and vindicates Minis- 
ter Egan from the criticisms that have been 
passed upon the conduct of his office by 
various adherents of the junta. The letter 
has caused a great deal of criticism. 

THE TROUBLE WITH CHILI. 

(From the San Francisco Call,) 
There is no danger that the Valparaiso 
riots will lead to war, but they are none 
the less very annoying. People are ready 
to make every allowance for disorder at 
Valparaiso. It has just been a battle-field, 
and the streets are full of a rabble which 
was under arms only a few weeks ago. An 
erroneous impression, to the effect that the 
American people were sympathizers with 
Balnmceda, has grown out of the complica- 
tions arising from the seizure of the ltata. 
But nothing in all this can palliate an at- 
tack upon American sailors wearing the 
uniforms of the United States, nor relieve 
our Government from the duty of insisting 
on prompt and complete reparation. In 
these South American countries the law of 
force still largely obtains, and a man is 
respected in proportion to his power to 
make himself feared. 

Englishmen are generally safe in all the 
Spanish-American countries, because it is 
known that ii they are molested swift and 
sharp punishment will follow. It is not so 
with Americans. Citizens of the United 
States have often been maltreated and 
thrown into dungeons without reprisals on 
the part of the government at Washington, 
and an imprebsiou has thus been formed 
that the United States was indifferent to 
the protection of its citizens abroad. Eng- 
lish officials have Bteadily inculcated the 
idea that if a hair on an Englishman's head 
was touched the British government would 
respond with a word and a blow, and that 
perhaps the blow might come first. It 
might possibly have been better for thoee of 
our people whom business or pleasure has 
taken to Spanish America if the same notion 
had prevailed regarding the policy of our 
government, At any rate, an opportunity 
now offers to rectify the matter. Americans 
have no desire to embarrass the new govern- 
ment of Chili, nor to throw obstacles in the 
way ot peaceful reconstruction; but they 
will not cany good will so far as to tolerate 
an outrage upon an American citizen, and 
least of all upon the wearer of the uniform 
of the United States. Amplo reparation 
should be exacted for the outrage on our 
seamen. The people of this country have 
not forgotten that the past relations Ikj- 
tween the United States [and Chili, without 
being strained, have not been as friendly as 
they might have been, and that, at times, 
British influence has been so dominant at 
Santiago that our representatives have had 
reason to complain of the subordinate posi- 
tion in which they found themselves. 

For 111 years our diplomatic intercourse 
with Chili has been marked with fiction. 
The well-meant attempts of Mr. Blaine in 
1881, and of president Arther, subsequently, 
to promote a restoration of peace between 
Chili and Peru were misunderstood at 
Santiago, and the Government of Washing 
ton was charged, without even a plausible 
ground for the suspicion, with an intentioi 
of interfering forcibly on behalf of Peru 
Everyone remembers the acerbity whiol 
marked the correspondence between Balma 
ceda, then Chilean Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and Messrs. Hurlbut mid Kil pa trick 
nn acerbity which Mr. Trescott was not 
quite able to allay. It has always been 
supposed in diplomatic circles that the 
British representatives in Chili secretly 
fomented ill-feeling in that country against 
the United States, from a desire to prevent 
American merchants from obtaining their 
duo share of Chili's foreign trade ; however 
this may bo, there is no doubt that Ameri- 
cans have been unpopular at Valparaiso 
and it is quite likely that the recent on 
rage WHS to some extent an ebullition of 
popular feeling.

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MAN-EATING GIANTS OF SERI. 

Stories of a Horrible People Living on an 
. Island In the tiulf of California. 

"There arc one hundred and seventy- 
four giant cannibals, men and women, 
living on Seri island, in the Gull of Cal- 
ifornia, and not sixty miles from the 
mainland of Mexico," said George G. 
McNamara to a San Francisco Exam- 
iner reporter recently. 

"What I say might seem ridiculous, 
but it is nevertheless D fact, for I have 
seen some of them during my travels in 
Mexico. Who their ancestors were or 
how long they have occupied the island 
is not known, but they are now becom- 
ing extinct. 

"I saw three women and one man, 
and their appearance and manner gave 
me the impression that they are brutes 
by nature and brutes in heart and soul. 
It was just by chance that 1 saw them, 
as few of them venture away from the 
island except to sell the mats and 
shawls which they make from the skins 
and feathers of the albatross. They are 
cunning thieves, but otherwise their 
minds are dull— in fact, they seem stu- 
pelied. They have a vacant stare in 
their eyes, and, when not serious, an 
idiotic smile spreads over their faces. 

"The island of Seri is about twenty 
miles long and at places ten miles wide, 
and 1 was told no Mexican or white 
man ever ventures near or attempts to 
land on it, as they claim the island is 
their domain and shoot the intruders 
with poisoned arrows or capture and 
eat them. They exist on fish and goat 
meat, which are plentiful. Low houses, 
built of shrubbery, are their abode. 
Some live in '.dugouts,' or eaves cut into 
banks. They roam about the island 
and lend the laziest life of any people 
that I have ever heard of. No one can 
really tell what their daily routine of 
living is, but it is a fact that the tribe is 
dying out, and that it will not be many 
years before they will become extinct. 

"Their mode of burial is not known, 
but it is estimated that where there are 
now a handful there were several 
thousand not ten years ago, and if they 
bury the dead and do not burn the 
bodies, as cannibals do, the bones of 
their enormous frames will cover a large 
area of the island. 

"The man I photographed is over 
seven feet in height. His face was a 
study when he saw the lens pointed at 
him, and he could not understand what 
was being done. He, as are. all his 
race, was superstitious, but we over- 
came that obstacle by giving him a 
present of an old pair of trousers, 
which he immediately tied around his 
neck. The gentleman standing next to 
him is about six feet tall, and he had to 
hold the Indian's hand. An old rag en- 
circled the upper portion of the. Indian's 
limbs, and it was tied around the waist. 
The blanket is made of albatross skin 
and feathers. The bow and arrows 
which he holds are the only weapon 
they know of or use. His legs from 
the knee down are not covered. The 
bat he wears is of straw, and he, as 
he stands there, is the typical Seri In- 
dian. 

"The women wear patched dresses 
made of cloth which they receive for 
albatross mats and shawls. They are 
wrinkled and old, very few girls being 
among the tribe. The oowls on their 
heads contain broken vessels made of 
clay. 

"They are a wonderful people," con- 
tinued McNamara, "and no doubt their 
past history, if revealed, will bring to 
light facts that relate to the magnifi- 
cent reign of the Montezumas, or even 
far beyond the time of Cortez." 



| CATHEDRAL ARCHITECTURE. 

How the Great Church of Home Was 
■ Uuilt of Butter. 

' The cathedral is first found to perfec- 
tion in the thirteenth century, but it is 
more elaborate in the fourteenth, says 
the Philadelphia Ledger. The tenth 
century was an important epoch in the 
history of cathedrals. It was the gen- 
eral belief at that time that the end of 
the world was approaching', and a fall- 
ing off in building activity is noticed in 
consequence. After the beginning of 
the year 1000 A. 1). a general sense of 
relief is shown in the building of new 
churches. The erection of a church 
was a convenient means for the ex- 
pression of thankfulness. The founding 
<if mi masteries, especially of the Cis- 
tercian order, led also to this phenome- 
nal activity. An illustration of this 
progressive spirit is seen in the tower 
of Rouen cathedral, which was built of 
butter. 1 mean by that that the people 
of Rouen, by giving up butter ia Lent, 
paid fur it from their savings. 

The -•nipt urc of cathedrals, which was 
bo exquisitely carried out in the middle 
ages, contained a means for teaching 
the Bible in days when books were al- 
most unknown. This is well shown in 
the. statues of Christ. At that time it 
was more than a symbol, it was a sign 
of the living spirit, Then, too, the 
cathedral was more than a church and 
was not merely a religious place. It 
was the one superlative place in the 
city — the center of learning and of the 
community. Our modern (•bundles have 
deteriorated, as in the early days, to 
mere places of worship. — 



SHIPPING INTELLIGENCE. 



The March of Solono 
r A curious example of how modern re- 
search in bacteriology was foreshad- 
owed long ago is furnished in a report 
of a recent lecture of Prof. Pearson 
given in Nature. He there quoted a 
French traveler visiting England in 
1008, who attended a meeting of the 
Royal academy on May i'i of that year. 
At this meeting it was reported, among 
other things, "that the germination of 
insects does not arise from decay; for 
the intestines of an animal and other 
parts which easily corrupt having been 
placed in a glass, closed with cotton 
wool, so that no fly or other animal 
could enter, but only the air could pen- 
etrate, they had been preserved for six 
months without maggot or other thing 
being observed." This is almost exact- 
ly the experiment of Pasteur in the 
present generation, except that in the 
latter experiment not only were insects 
and "other animals" excluded, but also 
the microscopic vegetable germs, which 
were utterly uultnown to the curlier ex- 
perimenter

CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 

The Crop of Lemons Not Sufficient for the 
Coast Supply. 

The lemon crop of California is not to-day 
sufficient to supply home consumption on 
tho Pacific: Coast, to say nothing of the car- 
goes of lemons consumed in the Atlantic 
States. 

Most of the lemons now produced here 
are sold at low prices, because no pains are 
taked to properly cure the lemons for mar- 
ket in order to get better prices. A few are 
handling their lemon crops in an intelligent 
manner, and those who have fruit in suffi- 
cient quantities are beginning to get satis- 
factory returns — returns that pay much 
better than orange orchards. 

Usually the price of lemons during the 
summer mouths ranges from §5 to §10 pet- 
box. This means from five to ten cents per 
pound for the fruit as it is taken fiom the 
tree, less cost of curing. 

These prices mean more profit than is to 
be found in orange crops at. the high prices 
recently prevailing, with a certainty that 
during the present generation the supply 
cannot affect present prices. 

It requiries more skill to successfully grow 
the lemon and market the crop in a satisfac- 
tory manner than it does to engage success- 
fully in the cultivation of any other kind 
of fruit. 

The importation of lemons into the 
United States has been on the increase for 
many years past, while the importation of 
oranges has been on the decrease, on ac- 
count of the millions of boxes of that fruit 
now being grown in Florida aud Southern 
California. 

The area of country suited to the cultiva- 
tion of lemons is much more limited than 
that suited to the cultivation of the. orange. 
Because of this fact, and the skill required 
to grow and cure the lemon, it is considered 
an impossibility for this country to ever 
grow enough lemons to overstock the 
United States' market, ami it is now be- 
lieved that the prolits of lemon culture in 
Southern California will always be, as it 
has always been on the shores of the .Medi- 
terranean, greater than the profits of orange 
culture.— Holt's Orange Belt.

NAUTCH GIRLS ON A STRIKE! 

At some of the great Hindoo temples in 
India it is the custom, banded down from 
immemorial ages, to keep a permanent staff 
of dancing girls on. the premises. These 
light limbed damsels take a prominent part 
in the religious ceremonies, jigging it gayly 
when directed by the priebts. In return 
they not only receive handsome salaries, 
but are entitled to many privileges, and the 
p'aoe is consequently eagerly sought for by 
the nautching sisterhood. But they do not 
lay claim to any odor of sanctity; rather the 
contrary, indeed, if travelers' t.des may be 
believed. Decidedly high-spirited and great 
sticklers for their professional rights, the 
young ladies brqpk no priestly interference 
with their private recreations ; so long an 
they dance gracefully when called upon, 
they consider that their part of the contract 
is fulfilled. Unhappily the demon of dis- 
cord has entered into this happy family. 
In an evil hour the priests of a famous tem- 
ple in the Madras Presidency lately deter- 
mined to reduce the emoluments of their 
dancing assistants, which bad gradually 
grown beyond all reasonable bonds. But 
they little reckoned what would follow ; 
within twenty-four hours every one of the 
fair bevy went on strike, and as a particu- 
larly grand ceremony had to be performed 
just then, to w hich dancing was a necessary 
accessory, the holy men themselves had lo 
prance about, mush to the edification of 
pious worshippers. That one snap lesson 
bu diced. In the course of a day or two the 
retrenchment decree was rescinded, leaving 
I he victory with the fair rebels. The 
times are certainly marching apace when 
the spirit of trade unionism thus catches 
hold of the Indian nautch girl. No doubt, 
we shall hear before long that she is cul- 
tivating the methods required to make 
picketing effective— London Globe.

Louis XI.

Louis XL with Thomas W. Keene in the 
title roll is a bill lit for the most critical 
metropolitan audience; it proved last night 
to be a dramatic feaot such as Victorians are 
seldom permitted to enjoy.

In all 
his work, Keene was, last night, conscien- 
tious to a degree; rage, fear, cunning, even 
humor, all having their changing minutes, 
and the Louis XI. so made up of these 
shifting passions, being just such a one as 
Scott has drawn. Nor was the magnetism 
of the man lust, tbt; audience hanging upon 
his faintest whisper in a silence almost 
breathless. In acknowledgment of the 
tragedian's genius plaudits were liberal, and 
at tne close of the fourth act the principals 
were honored with three calls before the 
curtain. In the third act the spice ol 
genuine humor was introduced by the 
peasant dame, in her roguish flattery of the 
decrepit monarch, whose ear was far too 
well pleased to doubt In r compliments. A 
little later in the act the treachery of the 
aged King is well delineated ; again in the 
fourth act, the ^King's confession calls 
for all the actor's power, while, in the last, 
the death scene can hardly lie contemplated 
without a shudder. Uf the support much 
ininht be said, both pro and con. The 
Nemours of Mr. Frank denning lacks life, 
as his face lacks expression ; his voice ap- 
pears lo be relied on entirely. Mr. Julius j 
Scott is a courtly and finished Commiue ; j 
Mr. Edward Curtis, a boyish and natural | 
Dauphin. The Oliver of .Mr. John Harmon, | 
smiling and syc iphantic, always stamps him 
as a thorough actor and a student. Miss 
Alberta Gallatin, as Marie, was winsome, 
womanly and yet capable of giving intelli- 
gent expression to the strongest and softest 
passions of the human heart. On the 
whole, the cant form a tilting foil to the 
star, while fully equal to their respective 
parts. •
